Up to this evening, Linares had not replied to the second request for 


surrender.

The consuls said there were 31,000 


men, women, children and foreign subjects in the city, and they re- 


quested a cessation of hostilities in order to enable them to bo re- 


moved oxitnido of Santiago and bo placed undor the protection of the 


United States. 
This was definitely refused by the American com- 


mander, who declined to accept any such responsibility. The consuls 


were told teat it rested with them to insist upon Linares' surronder- 


mont concerning the resent naval battle

WASHINGTON, July 5.—There will be no bombardment of 


Santiago today, possibly not this week. This is the opinion of mem- 


bers of the cabinet a9 expressed on leaving the cabinet 
meeting. 


Secretaries Alger and Long have been in almost constant communi- 
cation with Shafter and Sampson on the situation, and the conclu- 


sion was reached that it will not be advisable to attempt to carry 
Santiago by storm with our present forces. 
Shafter telegraphed

Pando had joined Linares with 6,000 men, making a total 


Spanish force of 16,000 to 18,000, which, with the assistance of for- 


tifications to fight behind, makes the Spanish fighting force one-third 


to one-half greater than ours. 


Shafter says the excessive heat and rains have done almost as 


much to render our forces ineffective as the Spanish bullets. Under 


the circumstances he thinks it unwise to try to carry the city by as- 
sault. 
This view is shared by the officials here, and ia understood 


by Sampson also.' 


At the Cabinet meeting Shafter and Sampson were directed to 


confer on a plan of having the latter force his way into Santiago Bay. 


Orders were also given for the immediate dispatch of troops 


from Tampa with reinforcements for Shafter. 
Probably at least 


fifteen thousand will be forwarded as quickly as transportation can 


be provided. 


Sampson and Shafter to Decide Upon 


the Best Course to Pursue.

Spanish Soldiers Imitate Centra's 


Example—Same Result,

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 3, via Kingston, Jamaica, July 
4., (Copyrighted by Associated Press)—Early in the day a man 
on the lookout reported that the Spanish fleet, under Cerverp, sailed 


out of the harbor, but not until late this afteruoou wns the re- 


sult known at the front. 
As the word of the magnificent victory flew 


from sentry to sentry along tbe firing lines, and shouted to companies" 


regiments and brigades, a great cheer swept down the line of weary 


men, which gathered force as it went, until the rattle of musketry 


was drowned in a roar from glad American throats. The news flashed 


back into the underbrush where the reserves lay and the men almost 


stampeded in an enthusiastic desire to get to the front. 


Although the tiring continued nil day between tbe outposts very 


little damage was done on either side. 
Gen. Chaffee was slightly 


wounded, a rifle bullet cutting through his foot, but he was not com- 


pelled to leave the field. Last night the only aggressive movement 


the Spanish made resulted in severe defeat. 
At about 10 a. in. the

enemy came out of the trenches about the city walls in a largo force 


and dashed straight for the American lines. In one or two places 


our men fell back, but quickly rallied, anil drove the enemy back 


pell-mell into their own ditches.

The losses on the American 8i,de was very light, as our 


soldiers lay in rifle pits and had every advantage.

When the men went.clown to the fields 


the pueblo was really In control ol it* 
rightful owners, the women. In these 
old comxminitleti the wcfmnu was the 
important partner In the household. 
She was the owner of the house and all 
i I contained. She built It and furnished 
it with the utensils of daily use. The 
children traced descent through the 
mother nnd took her dim name. The 
irinn's position, other than mere pro- 
vider, was that of nn honored guest; 
hnd if he presumed disagreeably on his 
position more likely than not he was 
tent buck to his own home. Far from 
belngf the general slave and pnckanin.al 
that is her sister of the plains tribes, 
the Pueblo woman's duties were pure- 
ly domestic; and if she ever worked in 
the field it was for the common good, 
to save the scanty harvest In time of 
need. 


The grinding of the many-colored 


corn for breiul, the weaving and the 
making; of pottery were her principal 
occupations, and nrc to this day. The 
Pueblo Indians nre, par excellence, the 
potters of the southwest, and it will be 
confessed that they come fairly by the 
title, as an examination of some of the 
old-time ware will prove, although in 
this case, as in some others, the evolu- 
tion has not been for the better. 


In the email house-cell or In 
the 


white sunlight the potter snt, and, with 
scarcely any tools at all, fashioned such 
specimens of the potter's art as to chal- 
lenges admiration •from us, with all 0111 
appliances. 
The use of the potter's 


wheel wns unknown, and the "throw- 
Ing" of a shape by this means out ol 
tho question; but with a hollow bitnl 
basJteUvare or a piece of broken pot f 01 
a support, all the forms, from a simple 
food bowl up to the largest nnd most 
elaborate water jars, were built up by 
coll on coil of clay, smoothed.or modeled 
in pattern as the vessel grew; and when 
one examines some of the anclonl 
pieces, notably those excavated by Dr 
Fcwkes, of the Smithsonian institution, 
one can but marvel. 


Then cnme the decorating; and in 


every case, from the fcimplest to the 
most elaborate and Intiicute symbolic 
dOMfrn, ono mus.1 confess that the In- 
dian uses the truest inceptive and fun- 
damental art principles. There never 
is any waste of energy in "effect;" the 
design always means a concrete thing, 
which appeals to the understanding oi 
the Indians for whose use the utensils 
are. Through these same pottery forma- 
nnd their decoration runs one of the 
strongest chains binding the old to (he 
new. Near me arc two linajns, or wa- 
ter jnrs. One is many generations, per- 
haps centuries old; the other perhaps 
five years; and yet, in shape nnd general 
decoration they are ranch alike, and H 
t.lie newer one was- properly "tonecl" 
they would pass ns of the same period, 
Pfenr the potter, gossiping with her 
neighbor, tits the woman weaving; nnd 
here a change is M'on. They hnd r.o 
wool then, cotton nnd skins being, with 
the yucca, the only textile. Yucca wn«, 
lo the Indian what the bamboo is to 
the Asiatic. It gave tlicm noodles imd 
thread, and cloth to use them on, and 
entered in n hundred ways into the 
economies of dally life. 


Nmr by young girls and old women 


hnng over the "mealing box" of stone?, 
nnd with tlie rubbing-stone ground the 
bright red, blue nnd yellow corn into 
flnc-pruined, variegated mcnl upon the 
ttiettttc; and others, mixingH to a paste, 
quickly spread it in thin layers on a 
broad, hot stone, arid then, deftly pick- 
Ing it up, rolled or folded it into many- 
liifeiH bundles of pcltee (mntsu), or "pa- 
per" bread. So the day wore on, and 
wlien the sun hnd melted his way inlo 
the mesas in the wet,t, flooding all tho 
vullfy w i t h a golden glory, barred at 
the hori/.on by long lines of blue and 
purple cliffs, up the trail, between great 
towering masses of rook, cumo the wom- 
en from the springs nt the base of the 
mesa, each with graceful carriage, pois- 
ing upon her head an olla, or tJnajn, of 
natpr, for her household's comfort, 
Then tlio still, blue night, hung with 
great, calm, golden stars, came softly 
down, or the moon, large nnd full, 
witched <lie world to fairyland,/—Fer- 
fliuund I.unffren, in Century.
